(6) Buildings. 

The Imildings are located at the eastern edge, camouflaged by the wooded area. 

There are 4 hangars . 

One hangar is located 120 meters north of the S corner. See No. 5 * sketch. 

It is 120 X 60 meters in size, awd has a flat roof, and steel-sheet doems (assembly 

hangar ) . 

Fifty meters north of this hangar is the second hangar; see No. 6 I# sketch. This 
hangar is 80 x 45 meters, and hsxxx its framework is of concrete. 

Flight tower (Flugrichtungsturm), see No. 4^ sketch. It is located 80 meters 
northeast of the abovementioned hangar No. 6. It is on a 15 x 15 meter|f concrete
